In furtherance of a movement
launched in Honolulu a year ago, the
aim of which was to secure each year
$6000 toward a general fund to be ex-
pended in establishing new and aid-
ing old missions abroad, Dr. Doremus
Scudder, pastor of  Central Unlon
church, has, in a circular letter, made
an earnest appeal to the members of
the congregation of that ¢hurch to as-
gist in the securing of this amount.

Central Union now supports two
foreign missions, for which purpose
$4000 is necessary each year. Of the
$6000 to he raised, this leaves 32000
to be expended on missions elsewhere.
According to the policy of last vear.
cortributions will be received during
the services tomorrow, Easter morn-
Ing.

The letter reads as follows:

“You are a member of Central
Union church. In claiming you as a
fellow member all the rest of us are
happy and w% bqlie\e ycu too are glad
because of this comradeship in help-
ing to make this world God's king-
dom.

“Just now all over our country dis-
ciples of Christ are heing stirred by
the every member campaign. It is a
movement to hasten the great work
which Jesus gave His disciples to do,
that is to get the gospel to every man
on earth. It is hcped this year that
every charch member will do-his part
in this work, not only by praying
“Thy Kingdom Come,” but also by
giving something to make this pray-
er effective.

“The aim of our church is to raise
$6000 as our share in this campaign.
We are pledged to support the Nauru
mission by giving $2000 and to keep
Mr. and Mrs. Wickes fn China at an
annual cost of $2000 leaving $2000 for
the work in all the other countries.
